after the opening of the afternoon 
performance that the blaze orig­ 
inated low in the tent, Hal Olver, 
circus press representative, said 
today:

The fire, ack nowledged to be 
the greatest disaster in American

brought injury to at least 225 of 
the estimated 6,000 spectators at 
the afternoon performance. 
State police on duty at the tem ­ 
porary 
morgue 
estimated 
that 
two-thirds of the dead were chil­ 
dren and said most of the adult 
victims were women. 
On first word of the fire, all 
Connecticut’s 
emerg e n c y 
re­ 
sources had been mobilized. The 
morgue was set up within two 
hours after the fire. 
Gov. Raymond E. Baldwin was 
at the scene quick ly and remained 
until late in the night. 
Nurses 
aides 
and 
volunteer 
work ers 
toiled through the night. 
Cause of the bloze remained 
undetermined today, but an in­ 
vestigation was started immed­ 
iately under the governor’* di­ 
rection. 
Survivors agreed that the cir­ 
cus staff had tried valiantly to 
prevent panic. The first move to­ 
ward the exits was orderly and 
many

We k new then some 
thing was wrong. Then we smelled 
smok e. . . . I thought the menag 
erie fire in Cleveland (in August 
19 42, which injured three circus 
employees and k illed 40 animals) 
was the worst thing I could ever 
see, but no one in the circus busi 
ness has ever seen anything as 
horrible as this.”

A Nebraskan, Dr. A. P. Fitsimmons, of Tecum- 
seh. writes with reference to the Kansas wheat 
» ituation. 
W# stand corrected. 
Fitsimmons said: 
"I noted your editorial on wheat p roduction in 
Kansas. 
I hav e been raising wheat in Kansas for 
more than 40 years, and in western Kansas since 
1927, the year which you mentioned. In 1928 there 
was a large crop in western Kansas, Kansas farm ­ 
ers were p aid $1.10 to $1.15 a bushel. 
In 1929 
there was a crop of 178 million bushels and I re­ 
ceiv ed $1.25 a bushel for mine. This was the year 
the ‘Hoov er farm board’ was organized. 
I was 
solicited with the statement if I would go into the 
organization and hold my wheat, I would be sure 
of $1.50 p er bushel. 
I told the organizer $1.25 
was a fair p rice and I believ ed in selling right 
from the field . . . I sold and the farmers who 
went Into the ‘Hoov er farm p lan’ by the next 
crop season receiv ed only 70 cents. 
That was in 
1930. The following year, 1931, was Kansas’ ban­ 
ner crop , the state p roducing 236 million bushels 
of wheat. I raised 18,000 bushels myself and the 
farm er under the glorious ‘Hoov er farm board’ re­ 
ceiv ed from 22 to 32 cents p er bushel. I still hav e 
my sales tickets show’ing the p rice p aid daily. Ov er 
90 p er cent of my wheat graded No. 1. 
‘‘In W30 at Tribune, Kansas, ov er 250,000 bush­ 
els of wheat were p iled on the ground around the 
elev ator, and more than a million bushels were 
ship p ed from that p oint. 
I had a p ersonal ex­ 
p erience during the life of the ‘Hoov er farm board’ 
and no tears wore shed when this great rep ublican 
exp eriment was buried. 
The stabilizing p rice bill 
was p assed twice and v etoed by two rep ublican 
p residents, Coolidge and Hoov er.’’

Put a 
teasp oonful of Benedict’s solution 
in the test tube, hold it ov er the 
flame of the lamp until it comes 
to a boil, then drop a few drop s 
of urine into it and boil again. If 
sugar is p resent it will cause a 
green, yellow or red cloudy de­ 
p osit. If none is p resent the solu­ 
tion will remain blue.
